Although 
the authors show great erudi- 
tion, their 'new theory' is abso- 
lutely valueless because it is 
based on certain assump- 
tions unacceptable to sound 
scholarship. 

Firstly, their neglect of the 
Islamic tradition is based on the 
fact that there are 'no cogent 
external grounds for accepting 
it' (p. 3). This principle, how- 
ever, if applied to any of the 
great civilizations of the world, 
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would lead to an almost com- 
plete rejection of their early his- 
tory. One need only mention 
Greek and Roman civilization 
Church, and even the pre-exilic 
period of Israelite history. What 
account could be given of the 
beginnings of these from alien 
sources ? 

Secondly, while the authors 
would probably claim that there 
are many more external sources 
for early Islam than for these 
others, they completely fail to 
justify their reliance on the cre- 
dibility of such sources. Yet it 
is common knowledge that the 
external Latin mediaeval sour- 
ces give a picture of Islam that 
is full of distortions; and some 
justification is required for hold- 
ing that these early Syriac and 
other sources are more reliable 

Thirdly, the authors practise 

what might be called the 'mag- 
pie method' of argument. They 
collect a few facts, on which a 
specious case can be based, 
and neglect the main body of 
facts and especially any con- 
trary facts. Thus they are hap- 
py to support their case bv 
some selected points from the 
Islamic tradition, while neglect- 
ing or rejecting that tradition as 
a whole. This 'magpie method' 
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is applied not only in expound- 
ing the theory of Hagarism but 
also in the later parts of the 
book where they present a very 
individualistic 'analysis of the 
formation of Islamic civilization'. 
It is sad to see young people 
frittering away their undoubted 
talents in such fruitless exer- 
cises, and it is surprising that 
a reputable university press is 
prepared to publish what can 
only be described as pseudo- 
scholarship. 

W. Montgomery Watt 
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blem definitely had its merits. It did contribute to creating a new 
awareness and a new sense of justice. 'We are guilty', he said 
again and again. He meant the British, but whenever Germans, 
Russians, Americans, and Zionists are ready to make similar 
confessions, such an 'admission of the injustice' is able to create 
the moral sensitiveness which is the pre-condition for just solu- 
tions of any socio-political problem. Here lies Toynbee's real 
contribution with regard to the Palestine question. Let us emu- 
late him In this respect and work, as historians, for the further- 
ance of human sensibility. 
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When the Labour Party came to Power in July 1945, the 
Zionists were again hopeful because of the pro-Zionist attitude 
of the Labour Congress in 1944. But they were to be disappointed. 
In the first place, the concept of partition did not at all fit into 
Bevin's so-called 'new approach* to Middle Eastern problems; 
in the second place, it no longer really counted what the British 
government had in mind. The will of the two powers which emerg- 
ed as 'superpowers' from the War, the United States and the 
Soviet Union, was now paramount also with regard to the Pales- 
tine problem. For different reasons, they together engineered the 
Partition of Palestine. Without their agreement on this point, the 
country could not have been divided. 

After Bevin's last plan for the establishment of an indepen- 
dent, undivided state of Palestine (February 1947) had been re- 
jected and the problem had been handed over to the United 
Nations, Britain refused to co-operate in the execution of the 
fatal UN decision. 




Nearly all of the facts of which I wished to remind you in 
a structured form, are well-known. To be sure, others would pre- 
sent and interpret them in a different way. But one thing seems 
to be clear to me: There is nothing inherently mysterious or parti- 
cularly sinister and conspiratorial about this policy of the Man- 
datory. It was an imperialist policy, though a somewhat com- 
olicated one. Not out of love for justice, but because imperial 
interests demanded it, efforts were even made to try to rectify 
the 'initial mistake' during the period 1939-48. Then, however, it 
was already much too late, Thus it appears to be insufficient to 
direct the critique merely against the symptoms, against a parti- 
cular form of injustice; it must embrace the whole idea of an 
imperial policy, of imperialism. 

Personally, I do not believe, however, that we are able to 
lay bare the roots and aims of modern imperialism if we ap- 
proach this oroblem in terms of 'encounters between contempo- 
rary civilizations'. Yet Toynbee's approach to the Palestine pro-

volence of the Arabs, and that it was this benevolence which 
only counted at the moment. The Zionists tried in vain also to 
argue strategically (the Jews would be better and more loyal 
soldiers than the Arabs; Turkey, Persia, and Afghanistan were 
strategically more important than the Arab countries). In the 
end, MacDonald asked Weizmann whether he seriously believed 
that the Arabs had to be forced to accept further Jewish im- 
migration into Palestine — whereupon Weizmann inquired whe- 
ther the English had the permission of the Arabs to be in Pa- 
lestine... 

The document what was to appease the Arabs was the 
White Paper of 17 May, 1939. It announced the independence 
of Palestine after a transitional period of ten years. Within the 
first five years of this period a total of 75000 Jewish immigrants 
should be allowed to enter the country; thereafter further im- 
migration should completely depend on the consent of the 
Arabs. The High Commissioner was empowered to prohibit land 
sales to Jews. Though it was much less than the Palestinian 
Arabs had demanded, this was an implicit abrogation of the 
Balfour Declaration. 

The policy of this White Paper was more or less vigorously 
upheld during the Second World War. In January 1940, the 
Foreign Office argued in a memorandum submitted to the War 
Cabinet, that contrary to the situation during the First World 
War, this time no regard had to be paid to the American Jews, 
as for them, there was anyway no alternative to total support 
for the allies. One of the main reasons for the prevailing stability 
in the Middle East was seen in the existence of the White Paper 
was seen in the existence of the White Paper of 1939. The 
Cabinet therefore declared on 3 July, 1940, that there was no 
reason whatsoever to modify the policy of the White Paper. Some 
futile attempts at revision were made by Churchill in 1943/44, 
but it remained valid throughout the War. 
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London in spring 1930. These concessions were embodied in 
Passfield's White Paper of 20 October, 1930, but they were re- 
nounced shortly afterwards in the so-called Black Letter of 1931. 
Whereas the White Paper had given the impression that only a 
very limited extension of the Jewish National Home would be 
possible in the future, MacDonald assured Weizmann in his 'Black 
Letter' that the obligations of the Mandate would be fulfilled. 

The situation which was created by these conflicting state- 
ments did not basically change until 1936. British proposals with 
regard to constitutional reforms came to nothing. The years 
1929-1936 were a period of transition. 

The third phase began in 1936, when the increasing Jewish 
immigration into Palestine after the National Socialists had come 
to Power in Germany finally forced the Palestinian Arabs to act. 
During the following three years the British government was 
compelled to reverse its policy. But the ultimate British decisions 
were also influenced by the political development of the world 
as a whole. The Peel Report and the idea of partition was ini- 
tially accepted, it is true, but very soon there emerged an al- 
liance of the Foreign Office and the Armed Forces directed 
against all proposals for a partition of Palestine. In view of the 
situation in Central Europe, in the Mediterranean Area and in 
East Asia, this idea was categorically rejected by the British 
government in November 1938. The Arab governments, who 
were now actively supporting the aspirations of the Palestinian 
Arabs, were not to be driven into the arms of Mussolini and 
Hitler, and the attitude of the Indian Muslims also had to be 
taken into account. 

During the trilateral St. James Conference in London in 
spring 1939, the Zionists were unloved partners to the negotia- 
tions. Now it had become all-important for the British govern- 
ment to appease the Arabs. The Colonial Secretary, MacDonald, 
told the Zionist representatives that the safety of Britain's im- 
perial lifeline in the Middle East was dependant upon the bene- 
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and with the Zionists possibly forever. Churchill told Arab re- 
presentatives in Jerusalem in 1921 that 'the present from of 
government will exist for many years. We shall gradually de- 
velop representative institutions, which shall lead to full self- 
government, but our children and grand-children will not live to 
see this aim fulfilled'. And the so-called Churchill Memorandum 
of 1922 assured the Jewish community in Palestine and the pros- 
pective immigrants who would be admitted in accordance with 
the 'economic absorptive capacity' of the country, that they were 
to live in Palestine 'as of right and not of sufferance'. 

The policy of the Mandate as interpreted in the Churchill 
Memorandum of 1922 seemed to work until 1929. Arising diffi- 
culties could be met by experimenting with the three variables 
mentioned above. In August 1928 the departing High Commis- 
sioner (Lord Plumer) could point to the fact that Palestine was 
relatively quiet compared with other Arab countries. (The main 
reason was, however, that Jewish immigration sank to 14000 
persons in 1926, and dwindled further to a mere 3000 in 1927, 
while Jewish emigration in the same year stood at 5000.) 

The second phase began with the so-called 'disturbances' 
of 1928 and 1929. British policy now had to be reconsidered and 
reformulated. The most radical proposals were made by the 
new High Commissioner. Sir John Chancellor, in 1930: self- 
government for the Arabs, ending of land transfers to Jews, rest- 
riction of Jewish immigration. The Colonial Office, however, 
rejected these proposals. Its Middle East Department stated in 
a paper: 'With the National Home policy eliminated, our excuse 
for remaining in Palesitne would be reduced to little more than 
that of the importance of a territory containing the Holy Places'. 
In the Foreign Office the fact was again pointed to that the Bal- 
four Declaration, and therefore the Mandate, had two sides. 

Accordingly, not unimportant concessions with regard to im- 
migration and land transfers, but not in the field of self-govern- 
ment, were made to the Palestinian delegation which came to 
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first part of the 'dual obligation', then pointing to the second 
part of the 'two-fold duty'. 

In this struggle to build up and maintain a British presence 
in Palestine, three phases can be discerned: During the first 
phase, which ended in 1929, the Zionist factor, the raison d'etre 
of the Mandate, had to be implanted. Policy-makers did not 
fear an insurmountable opposition from the Palestinian Arabs. !n 
this they were reassured by all kinds of expert advice. General 
Ciayton (Chief Political Officer OETS) e.g. stressed the lack of 
aspirations towards independence among the population of Pa- 
lestine. According to Ormsby-Gore, Assistant Political Officer in 
Palestine in 1918, the people West of the Jordan were not even 
Arabs, but only Arabic-speaking. Ironically enough, Arnold Toyn- 

bee, serving in the Political Intelligence Department of the For- 
eign Office in 1918, also contributed to this reassurance when 
he minuted: The Arabah is a sub-tropical district, at present 
desolate, but capable of supporting a large population if irrigat- 
ed and cultivated scientifically. The Zionists have as much right 
to this no-man's-land as the Arabs, or more'. 

«The land that is desolate, was a popular theme. In 1921 e.g. 
it was argued in the Cabinet 'that the Arabs had no prescriptive 
right to a country which they had failed to develops As a foot- 
note, we may also mention that in 1934, when the first three 
volumes of Toynbee's 'A Study of History' were published, he 
was still somehow impressed by the 'pioneering peasantry' in 
the Jewish agricultural settlements, but already aware of 'the 
tragic misfortune into which they have fallen, in company with 
the Mandatory Power', because of 'their inability to arrive at an 
understanding with the existing Arab population of the country'. 

But let us come back to the evolution of the Mandate policy. 
After the more or less pro-Arab military administration had been 
replaced by a pro-Zionist civil administration in 1920, it was the 
latter's task to bring home to the population of Palestine that 
it would have to live with the British for a long time to come 
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Balfoure Declaration was one of the greatest mistakes in our 
imperial history". 

1 shall now try to show how imperial policy towards Pales- 
tine evolved and how the British government came to realize the 
'initial mistake'. 

Whatever mystical inclinations Balfour might have had per- 
sonally, the Balfour Declaration had two rather unmystical aims: 
It was to win the Jews all over the world for the allied cause 
during World War I and it was a step towards the revision of 
the Sykes-Picot-Agreement. It was directed against any French 
ambitions towards Palestine; the British did not want to see the 
French entrenched in any way on the other side of their 'imperial 
lifeline', the Suez Canal. 

After the Balfour Declaration had helped the British govern- 
ment to win the Mandate, the Mandatory saw itself confronted 
with a double task: As already stated in the Balfour Declaration, 
which was incorporated into the Mandate, the British government 
had not only to 'facilitate' 'The establishment in Palestine of a 
national home for the Jewish people', but also to take care 'that 
nothing shall be done which may prejudice the civil and reli- 
gious rights of existing non-Jewish communities in Palestine', 
i.e. of the Muslim and Christian Arabs who constituted more than 
90% of the country's population. 

These two poles of the Declaration became the «Scylla» 
and «Charybdis» through which the boat of the British national in- 
terest had to be guided, in constant danger of being shipwrecked. 
This was the essence of the policy of the Mandate. For strategic 
and economic reasons a continued British presence in Palestine 
was deemed necessary. The diametrically opposed demands of 
Zionists and Arabs with regard to immigration, land transfer, and 
self-government became the three variables with which the Bri- 
tish government could operate, always yielding to the stronger 
pressures, without questioning the own presence, now citing the 
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Toynbee's approach definitely has its values, which I shall 
point out later. But it also has its deficiencies. It tends to obs- 
cure the fact that historiographical analysis has to see British 
policy towards Palestine until 1948 i n the context of global 
British policy, i.e. of imperialism. Toynbee, however, did not 
condemn the British presence in the Middle East, or the British 
Mandate in Palestine, as such, as a manifestation of imperialism. 
Rather, he condemned the ambiguity, the double game, the re- 
prehensible policy of the Mandate. 

'With feelings of shame and contrition', to use his own words, 
he laid 'the heaviest load of responsibility' for the outcome of 
the Mandate on British governments. To my mind', he wrote, 
'the most damaging point in the charge-sheet against my country 
is that Britain was in control of Palestine for thirty years... and 
that during those fateful three decades she never made up her 
mind, or at any rate never declared, what her policy about the 
future of Palestine was. All through those thirty years, Britain 
Lived from hand to mouth. ... As an Englishman I hate to have 
to indict my country, but I believe that Britain deserves to be 
indicted, and this is the only personal reporation that I can 
make'. 

As historians, however, we should not be content to decry 
the 'double game' which resulted in a human tragedy, to lay 
the responsibility on 'wicked men' who lived, politically, 'from 
hand to mouth'. We have to see that British policy in Palestine 
had a clear basis, namely British imperial, and that is national, 
interest. In every stage of the evolution of this policy the national 
interest, or rather what decision-makers in a particular moment 
believed it to be, was the guideline. 

The cause of the tragedy was an imperial policy which al- 
ways implies tutelage, domination, exploitation. The 'double 
game' in Palestine merely turned out to be an inappropriate and 
perhaps countereffective means. Thus Elizabeth Monroe could 
pertinently state that 'measured by British interests alone the

TOYNBEE AND THE PALESTINE MANDATE 
by A. SCHOLCH, UNIVERSITY OF ESSEN 

One of the historical nightmares which seems to have haunt- 
ed Arnold Toynbee during his later years, was that of a British 
responsibility for the genesis of the Palestine tragedy, a respon- 
sibility which he conceived as the personal, moral guilt of those 
politicians who made the key decisions. He once said, for 
instance : 'i will say straight out: Balfour was a wicked man' .In 
many interviews, letters, and forewords he called for some kind 
of reparation for the evil that had been done. 

To an increasing number of people, especially those who 
were following with sympathy the process of the liberation of 
the Third World from imperial domination and who were familiar 
with the Palestinian Resistence Movement, Toynbee thus became 
known not so much as the author of 'A. Study of History' and 
other scholarly works, but through his statements on the Pales- 
tine problem. Many who became acquainted with Toynbee in 
this way may have assumed that the basis of his judgement was 
a detailed historiographical enquiry. 

But Toynbee was not a historian in the ordinary sense. Ra- 
ther, he was a visionary and a moralist. His 'imaginative vision 
of history' had, to use Albert Hourani's words, 'the same rela- 
tion to fact as has poetry'. Thus his approach to the Palestine 
problem was not one of meticulous political and historiographi- 
cal analysis. His starting-point was his moral indignation, the 
background was his own peculiar vision of history. 



portrayed in the following pages. Rather I endeavoured, in the 
pursuit of the truth, to expose their faults with little considera- 
tion for national or personal susceptibilities. Moral judgment I 
did my best to avoid, but by marshalling the facts, asking ques- 
tions and making suggestions, I think I put the reader in a posi- 
tion to reach his own verdict. 

One of the aims of the book is to establish order in place 
of haif a century of chaos. Allowing for human error, I vouch- 
safe the accuracy of the facts and take full responsibility for 
my understanding of them. But I am in distinguished British com- 
pany when I maintain that British policy regarding Palestine 
from 1917 onwards constituted an injustice to the Arabs. That 
policy has now become history, and I traced its genesis and 
development up to 1921 in the perspective of history. Its further 
development after that date and its tragic consequences require 
at least one other study on this scale. 
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PREFACE 

The use of the first person singular has been deliberately 
avoided throughout this book. I relax this restriction here to 
enable me to state the simple fact that I have maintained a deep 
interest in the subject since I was an undergraduate. Apart from 
a number of youthful articles, my first serious effort was in the 
form of two memoranda submitted to the Palestine Royal Com- 
mission. The scope of historical investigation was, however, still 
limited by official secrecy. As soon therefore as the British 
archives covering Anglo-Arab relations were opened for public 
inspection, I utilised them first for articles in The Middle East 
Forum and The Islamic Quarterly, and later in A Modern History 
of Syria including Lebanon and Palestine. This book was pub- 
lished in 1969 when I took the occasion to declare my intention 
of producing the present study. 

I spent more time on preparing and writing it than on any 
other of my works. It gained from years of search in archives, 
extensive reading on all aspects of the subject, and much re- 
flection on the interrelations of events and their interpretation. 
I give below the facts, with my own understanding of them, with- 
out dramatisation or rhetorical flourish. These facts are often 
stark enough without the language of metaphor; they relate to 
a drama that requires little of the art of the dramatist. 

I was not overawed by the huge mass of evidence, original 
documents in the Cabinet and Foreign Office files, memoirs by 
politicians and an increasing number of new books, both schol- 
arly and partisan. I did my best patiently to sift the evidence 
and then to distil the essence in a consistent whole. I made 
no conscious effort to hide the human imperfections of those 
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
